Twelve firemen were killed and 16 
injured early today when the snow­ 
laden roof of the 30-year-old Strand 
theatre collapsed during a fire which 
destroyed the building 
Firemen a n d police, p o k i n g 
through the smouldering mass of 
metal, wood and plaster uncovered 
12 bodies by 9 a. rn. and continued 
searching. 
The known dead were: Captain 
John F. Carroll, 52; William Mur­ 
phy, 25; Daniel O’Brien, 45; Henry 
Sullivan, 45; Malcolm McNeil, 40; 
Matthew 
Geary, 
48; 
Lieutenant 
Raymond A. Mitchell; Dennis M ur­ 
phy, 
Roy 
H. 
Keraghan, George 
Collins, Fred Kelley and Martin Lip­ 
per. 
Approximately 
25 
men 
w e r e 
trapped when the roof over the 
theatre balcony caved in with a ter­ 
n e roar. Most were released quickly 
and given emergency hospital treat­ 
ment. 
Hundreds of Sunday night movie­ 
goers had left the theatre less than 
two hours before the fire took hold. 
Trapped 
firemen 
screamed 
as 
flames licked at their hands and 
faces while they were caught in the 
debris. 
A Catholic priest, the Rev. Law­ 
rence 
Morrisoe, of St. 
Patricks 
church, borrowed a fireman’s helmet 
and rubber coat and went into the 
burning building to administer last 
rites to the dying and most seriously 
injured.

BILLIONS IN WAR 
AID WILL BE DIVEN 
WHEN FOR SIGNS 


Senate Action To Be 
Followed by House 
Approval 


[By the Associated Press] 
Washington. March IO 
Final congressional action on the 
British aid bill appeared today to 
be but a matter of hours, and in­ 
formed persons considered it prob­ 
able that the vast suppy of war m a­ 
terials thereby made available to 
Britain would start moving across 
the Atlantic within a few days. 
Small naval vessels were reported 
to be the first defense articles slated 
for delivery immediately after the 
bill becomes law, with food supplies 
to follow. 
Only house approval of rela­ 
tively minor amendments in­ 
serted by the senate before it 
passed the legislation 60 to 31 
Saturday night was needed to 
speed the momentous measure 
to the white house. 
Speaker 
Rayburn and Chairman Bloom 
<D-NY) of the house foreign af­ 
fairs committee predicted the 
approval would be given Tues­ 
day. 
Unless the house leadership runs 
into an unforseen snag, the bill 
therefore will be ready for President 
Roosevelt’s signature by midweek. 
Swift Use of Authority 
Once it is signed into law the 
President is expected to make swift 
use of the authority thus gained to 
“sell, transfer title to, 
exchange, 
lease, lend or otherwise dispose of 
guns, planes ships, tanks and all 
other armaments and food supplies” 
Signing of the bill, too, will 
clear the way for him to ask 
congress for the billions neces­ 
sary to carry out the program. 
He also may announce promptly 
just how the program will be ad­ 
ministered. 
The bill vests full authority in 
him. 
To decide broad policy ques­ 
tions, however, he is expected to 
work through a cabinet committee 
of Secretaries Hull. Stimson, Knox 
and Morgenthau, with Harry Hop­ 
kins, former commerce secretary, as 
aide. 
He is also expected to work 
through the office of 
production 
management on matters of produc­ 
tion, and through Army and Navy 
chiefs on the release of existing ma­ 
terials. 
Lease-Lend to Cost Ten Billions 
Some authorities estimated today 
that during this year and the next 
two the total cost of lease-lend as­ 
sistance would substantially exceed 
$10,000,000,000. Not only Britain but 
any other nations “whose defense 
the President deems vital to the de­ 
fense of the United States” may 
benefit. These may include Greece 
and China. 
Berlin Says Will Sink 
Ships Transporting British Aid 
Berlin, March IO (AP)—Passage of 
the British Aid bill by the United 
States senate caused no surprise at 
t h e 
Wilhelmstrasse, 
authorized 
sources said today. 
There was no official German 
comment, however, and it was in­ 
dicated there would be none until 
the bill becomes law. 
“Only when the birth of the child 
is completed,” these sources said, 
“will we be in a position to say 
something.” 
Informed sources said Germany’s

Gettysburg is officially one hun­ 
dred and thirty-five years old today. 
By Act No. 41 of the General As­ 
sembly of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania the town of Gettys­ 
burg was created "The Borough of j 
Gettysburg.” 
The Legislature convened in De­ 
cember 1805 at Lancaster and the 
Act was signed by Governor Thomas 
McKean on March IO, 1806. The bill 
had been finally approved by the 
Legislature a few weeks earlier. 
The Gettysburg of one hundred 
and thirty-five years ago; the story 
of its incorporation as a Borough; 
a brief sketch of the life of James 
Gettys, founder of the Borough; his 
part in the founding which fore­ 
stalled the selection of Hunterstown 
as the county seat of Adams county; 
his will and other intimate side­ 
lights on men and affairs of that 
period make up the current histori­ 
cal article to be published by The 
Gettysburg Times in succeeding in­ 
stallments. 
IOO Years Ago 
The Gettysburg Compiler, under 
date of March 7, 1906, published 
an interesting feature reciting life 
in Gettysburg “One Hundred Years 
Ago.” 
Tliis interesting document 
follows: 
“Picture 
the 
town 
a 
hundred 
years ago. It was a small village 
built tightly together. Those who 
helped to build it brought their ideas 
of villages from across the water. 
With land in abundance there was 
no reason why the town should not 
have been spread from Cemetery 
Hill to Keckler’s Hill, but the in­ 
herited idea of a village prevailed 
and made it what it is. 
“The village of a hundred years 
ago was much foreshortened from 
present dimensions. Near the top of 
Baltimore Hill and down through 
Sleepy Hollow' there was a forest 
and while it w-as cut by roads at 
points, yet many walked the path 


which lead to the springs on the 
Duttera property, which later be­ 
came the first supply of water for 
the 
town. 
Women carried their 
clothes to the spring to wash them. 
Greenfield Section 
“Half way down York street was 
another woods and the name of 
Greenfield was given to that end 
of the town. 
“Out Carlisle street, where the 
Mummasburg road and the Har­ 
risburg road joined, about one hun­ 
dred yds. beyond the present rail­ 
road, stood the log school house and 
the limit of the town in that direc­ 
tion. 
"The towm not many years before 
its creation as a borough in 1806 
had been the farm of James Gettys. 
The farm house being the old stone 
house later owned by the Doersoms 
and destroyed by fire about twenty- 
five years ago. It stood on a spot 
along the alley back of the Globe 
Hotel stable. 
"Another early plantation was the 
Dobbin, and the residence, the old 
stone house now7 on Steinwehr ave­ 
nue was built in 1776. It is one of 
the oldest houses in the town and 
one of the best types of a hundred 
years ago. It was away off, however, 
from the Gettys farm with a woods 
between. 
Pioneer Promoter 
"When the agitation began of the 
formation of a county out of the 
western end of York county, at the 
same time commenced the plotting 
of a town by James Gettys. Along 
with the efforts to create the county 
of Adams went the efforts to make 
Gettystown or Gettysburg the coun­ 
ty seat. 
“James Gettys was a pioneer pro­ 
moter. He did Iris work so well that 
toe larger towrn of Hunterstown was 
not in it. Tile promoter of tho.se 
days sought to win by showing how

Infantry regiments were sched­ 
uled for firing practice today, but 
the weather intervened and forced 
a "rainy day.” drill in the “articles 
of 
war,” 
first 
aid and personal 
hygiene. 
The snow-clogged highways kept 
away the crowds of visitors expect­ 
ed yesterday, and held many of the 
troops in barracks despite the fact 
that about half of them had passes 
to leave the 14,000-acre camp. 
Another 423 enlisted men and ten 
officers were kept in hospital beds

New York had its first major 
transportation strike in a quarter- 
century today as bus drivers on 27 
routes serving 875,000 M anhattan 
and Queens residents staged a pre­ 
dawn walkout. 
At the appointed hour of 5 a. rn.. 
EST., members of the Transport 
Workers Union (CIO), whose atti­ 
tude Mayor F H. LaGuardLa char­ 
acterized as "bullheaded,’ returned 
their birses to garages and quit. 
Drivers and other employes of the 
Fifth Avenue Coach company and 
the New York City Omnibus corpor­ 
ation, serving 95 per cent of Man­ 
hattan routes and one in Queens, 
are demanding among other benefits 
a 25 per cent wage increase and bet­ 
ter working conditions. 
The two 
companies employ 3.500 men.

Questions and 
Answers 


Q. 
I plan to landscape a small 
Cape Cod cottage this Spring. What 
size shrubs should I use? 
A. 
Select shrubs which will not 
be too large. Low shrubs add to the 
apparent size of the house. Taller 
shrubs may be planted around the 
doorway to accent this feature. Use 
care in selecting the type of shrubs 
since some require constant trim ­ 
ming and pruning to keep the size 
down to that desired.

Q. Can you tell me the purpose of 
cross-bridging between wood joists? 
How should bridging be installed? 
A. Bridging provides a means of 
laterally bracing wood joists. It also 
assists in distributing the weight or 
load imposed on one joist to 
the 
joists on either side of it. Joists 
should be bridged at least 
every 
eight feet. One-inch by three-inch 
material Is usually used, the end cut 
at an angle to fit solidly against the 
face of the joist. To be effective, 
cross-bridging must 
be 
securely 
nailed in place. 


Q. What is the purpose of a storm 
window? 
A. Storm windows create a dead- 
air space in front of the permanent 
window sash. This air space tends 
to reduce heat loss 
through 
the 
glass area and the infiltration 
of 
cold air. 
Storm windows are espe­ 
cially helpful 
in preventing 
the 
frosting of windows, since they re­ 
duce the possibilities of condensa­ 
tion on the inner windows. To in­ 
sure good protection, storm 
sash 
should fit tightly. When hung from 
the top on hinges or other hangers. 
a device should be provided so that 
the window may be held open when 
ventilation is desired.

plotted and ground was set aside 
for a court house a t one point and 
a t another for a jail. A quit rent 
of $1 was put on every 60 ft. lot 
and these quit rents presented to the 
commissioners for the use of the 
county, and there were 210 of these 
lots. There was but one thing to 
do and th a t was to let the diplomacy 
and liberal public spiritless of the 
founder of Gettysburg win out. 
Jam es G ettys Memorial 
“Jam es Gettys was possessed of,* 
a certain crude native wit, and it 
was probably his experience in se­ 
curing the location of the county 
seat a t Gettysburg th a t was respon­ 
sible for the memorial he planned 
for him self in the Evergreen Ceme­ 
tery. 
The m arble hound keeping 
watch beside his grave. At one time 
there w’as about the neck of the dog 
a collar inscribed ’I am Jam es G et­ 
tys’. dog, whose dog are you?’ This 
inscription was later removed by 
the family. 
“Think of a town one hundred 
years ago largely clustered around 
the Diamond, low houses tight up 
against each other and most of them 
right on the building line. There 
were some brick pavem ents. A few 
flag stone w'alks, tan walks, and dirt 
walks. W hat was walked on was of 
little consequence for it was a day 
of boots. 
Primitive Transportation 
“The ways to get in or out of 
the town were prim itive, either you 
walked or you w ent by the freight 
trains of Conestoga wagons or the 
passenger trains of stage coaches, or 
you m ight ride a horse. 
“A conveyance of one’s own w asn’t 
to be thought of. It was either too 
rich for the tim es or it indicated a 
proud spirit. So when Dr. Crawford 
out near M arsh Creek brought into 
the county the first private con­ 
veyance, a Doctor’s gig, and used it 
to go to m eeting on Sunday it was 
nicknam ed ‘Dr. Craw’ford's Folly.’ 
“The home of a hundred years 
ago were barren compared to the 
present home. The first ones were 
of log and later the logs were in ­ 
cased. Stones being abundant the 
first perm anent dw ellings, were of 
stones. The laths were split hickory. 
The m ortar on them a mud mixed 
with straw. Wood was pinned and 
mortised together .'or there wfas not 
a wealth ox nails as at present. The 
blacksmith ham mered out hinges. 
Tile entrance way to tile houses was 
by the lifting of a latch. 
Tallow Dip Lights 
“The w ater for household pur­ 
poses cam e from wells, either on 
your own or a neighbor's lot. There 
was no W ater Company until in 


1823. Tile light was the tallow dip. 
The Gas Company is quite a modern 
appendage. The houses were heated 
sometimes with stoves, the old fash­ 
ioned ten plate stove being a luxury 
and sometimes the burning wood on 
the iron dogs in the chimney place 
gave the only heat in the house. 
Wood was the fuel in those days. 
“Living in those days was toiling 
with the hands. Every home had 
its spinning wheel. The clothes worn 
were home spun. The clothing of all 
inm ates of the home were m ade by 
hand. The flax raised was the sup­ 
ply of one kind of m aterial and wool 
from the back of sheep another. 
“Bedding was home made, chaff 
bed, sheets, blankets and the home 
raised geese furnished the feathers 
for the big feather bed th at kept 
them warm in winter. 
“One hundred years ago men and 
women toiled from the rising to the 
setting of the sun for the living 
they had and their work was never 
done. Everything worn, everything 
used in the domestic economy, every­ 
thing eaten was hand made by slow 
processes. 
Hard Times for Farmers 
“The farm er of those days had 
his time fully occupied getting the 
ground ready for the crops, cutting 
the crops with the scythe, beating 
the harvest out with the flail, and 
doing the endless number of tilings 
that had to be done with home 
made tools. 
“The contents of the houses were 
in a sense hom e made. The bed­ 
steads, bureaus, tables, chairs, cup­ 
boards, secretaries and w hat-knots 
were made slowly by hand by the 
local cabinet maker. They were m or­ 
tised and glued together so th a t to 
this day many rem ain perfect. 
“Think of this picture of one h u n ­ 
dred years ago and how m uch of it 


is left. Nothing a t all. The town 
is a totally different place. Hardly 
a vestage left of th a t which existed 
a century ago. 
“If 
Jam es Gettys should 
arise 
from his grave and totter down town 
with his hound he would not be in 
the same class with Rip Van Winkle, 
but more hopelessly lost. 
Times Have Changed 
“The people of today are not do­ 
ing a single thing the people of a 
hundred 
years 
ago 
did, 
except 
breathing, eating and sleeping to 
live. | 
“Living is largely^ dished up by 
machinery. We sleep in beds m ade 
by m achinery, with bedding made 
by same process. 
We eat a large 
am ount of m anufactured food. We 
still breath out-of-door air but in 
many houses you have to go out- 
of-doors to get it. 
“The houses are heated with hot 
air, steam, hot water or coal stoves. 
There Is water from M arsh Creek 
by Way of the W ater Company plant, 
analyzed as absolutely pure, and 
we have it hot and cold, and in bath 
rooms. The tin pail on the bench in 
yard has disappeared. There is gas 
encl electric light instead of the ta l­ 
low' dip and fat lamp. Clothes and 
furniture, in fact nearly every need 
of tile day Is ready m ade by m a­ 
chinery.
